On March 13, 1969, a strike of food service workers 
was in progress at A and T State University, a predominantly 
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BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) - 
VIOLENCE 



Negro school at Greensboro, North Carolina. Supporting the 
food service workers were a number of students and outsiders 
who considered themselves tp-'fje member^ of the BPP, the leader 
of which was ERIC PATRICK/13ROWN . Contributions were being 
asked from merchants in the area to support the striking 
workers, however, the owner of Sid's Curb Market, Mr. BAIN, 
refused to donate. On the afternoon of March 13, 1969, a 
group of Negro males led by ERIC PATRICK BROWN who, at that 
time was the area captain for the BPP in Greensboro, ransacked 
Sid's Curb Market, doing approximately $1200 damage and stealing 
$400 from the cash register. Mr. BAIN was severely beaten, 
requiring five stitches to close cuts. ERIC/BROWN was 
identified as the individual removing the money from the cash 
register and received two to six years on the charge pf common 
law robbery. 
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During May, 1969, racial violence erupted at Dudley 
High School, Greensboro, North Carolina, with the major issue 
being the refusal of the school administration to allow a 
militant student to run for class president. This situation 
continued until May 21, 1969. That morning, at approximately 
8:15 a.m., over one hundred students from Dudley High School, 
instead of going to class, stayed out of school and listened 
to representatives of the BPP and at approximately noon the 
group went back to the school and refused to go to class or 
disperse, at which time tear gas was used. Rock throwing and 
sniping at police started that night and continued until the 
next morning. National guard elements were moved in to assist 
the police, in the early morning hours no police cars could 
get in the area of A and T due to heavy fire. With the approach 
of darkness on May 22, 1969, the sniping resumed and information 
was received that large quantities of guns and ammunition were 
observed in Scott Hall. Shortly after 1:00 a.m.. May 23, 
1969, two regular Greensboro police officers and three auxiliary 
policemen were hit by gunfire from the area of the Student 
Union Building.

PLANNED ACTS OF VIOLENCE 



During January and February, 1969, individuals at 
Greensboro, North Carolina, who considered themselves. to be 
members of the BFP, discussed creating a disturbance in a 
Negro area by rock and bottle throwing to draw a large crowd 
of police cars* One area mentioned was a dead-end street 
off Laurel Street in Greensboro, After drawing a crowd of 
police cars, snipers would then shoot the police officers. 
It is noted that during the disturbance at A and T State 
University during March, 1969, five police officers were 
injured in the area of Laurel Street by some snipers. 

On February 8, 1969, a white employee of the Thrifty 
Curb Market, East Market Street, Greensboro, was involved in

to the Black panthers, who had already discussed the fact that 
all of the white merchants in the Negro section "had to go." 
The Black Panther group discussed bombing the Thrifty Curb 
Market on the night of February 10, 1969, but subsequently 
called this plan off before five of the Panthers went to the 
Thrifty Curb Market in African regalia. This was to make 
their presence known and shake up the manager of the market.

BLACK PANTHER PABTY, 
Also Known As 

Black Panther Party for Self -Defense 

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can take 
control of the life, politics and the destiny of the black 
community. It was organized by Bobby Seals, BPP Chairman, and 
HUey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton was sentenced 
in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after being convicted of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police 
officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere^ Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of chairman Mao Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United states.

According to its official newspaper* the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during I>ec ember e 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community* 
It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE B BPP Chairman, and 
HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister Of Defense. NEWTON is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of 
manslaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland 
police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther, " which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service/ 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people* Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

-The Black Panther" issue of September 7- 1968. 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEOPGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following- 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere'. Arm yourselves. The 
only culture worth keeping is a revolutionary 
culture* Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Blade Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, " ... we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regtdariy contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature MAO*s statement that 
•political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States.

Morehead Street, Charlotte, North Carolina, advised that on 
May 27, 1969, the Black Panther Party (BPP) Headquarters, 
316 South Turner Street, Charlotte, North Carolina, was 
entered in an attempt to arrest JAMES CURTIS COVINGTON, JR., 
on federal charges of falsifying documents and obtaining a 
firearm. The raiding party consisted of twelve law 
enforcement officers : himself and two others from the 
Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms Division; eight Charlotte 
city officers; and two Mecklenburg County officers. At the 
time they entered the house at 316 South Turner Street, he 
believed there to be nine men and two women present. As he 
recalled, present were JAMES CURTIS COVINGTON, TONYALFORD, 
VERONICA HAGENS, and GEORGE BENJAMIN HAIRSTON. MICHAEL 
LANEY came in while the raid was in progress. Seized during 
the raid were thxee_7 millimeter German Mouser rifles, three

and" one 12 gauge Remington shotgun. COVINGTON was arrested 
on the federal warrant, and MICHAEL LANEY was arrested for 
interfering with the arrest of COVINGTON and threatening 
Special Agent STAN NOEL of the Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms 
Division .

plaintiffs COVINGTON, HAIRSTON, KENNEDY, LYNCH, NASH, SMITH, 
HAGENS, and DOUGLAS were present at the "People's House, 
May 27, 1969, with plaintiffs ALFORD and LANEY arriving 
while the raid was in progress. However, the suit sets 
forth that some thirty or forty law enforcement officers 
were present during the raid. 

A portion of the above information is Included in 
memorandum at Charlotte, North Carolina, dated July 24 1969, 
captioned "BLACK PANTHER PARTY, CHARLOTTE , NORTH CAROLINA, 
RACIAL MATTERS . "

It should not bo surprising that the Bolsheviks wesro, at first, primarily 
concerned idth tho categories appropriate to tho socialist revolution in the west 
and tho rising national movements of Eastern Europa, But following the October 
revolution, revolts in tho colonial nations began to take on a rc\r forocilywhilo 
tho revolution in the i*ost t after a brief upsurge, began to temporarily wwto« It 
was Trotsky and not Lenin cr Stalin i:ho dogmatically clung to tho idea of an immi- 
nent socialist revolution in the uost and who treacherously stakod the existence 
of tho first socialist stato on it, Stalin recognized that tho "national question 
had merged with tho goneral question of the emancipation cf tho colonies." And 
lonin found it necossary to transform tho vocabulary of revolution In order to 
reflect tho now developments, In order to expose tho vacillating bourgeoisie in 
the oppressed nation, to oppose their program,* and to cloarly support tho people,

How is it that the PLP is able to put forth this pernicious and. false line and 
gain a' certain amount of eycrpathy? There are a number of reasons* First, there Is 
a general worldwide struggle against revisionism led by the Chinese and Mao 
Tse Tung. The restoration of capitalism in a number of formerly socialist 
countries, the betraj^al of the struggles of the peoples of the world, has outraged 
many people and has underscored the importance of vigilance in preventing the 
strengthening and temporary victory of revisionism in the, struggle between two 
'"roads«<- It is somewhat natural that in the struggle against right opportunism 
that one would be prone. to "left" opportunist errors. Second, there is a ten- 
dency, which stems from superficial radicalism, radicalism not steeled in the 
struggle of the masses, to establish one's revolutionary credentials .through 
rhetoric. Third, as we have observed, there is within the imperialist homeland, 
particularly among those belonging to the white national majority, a powerful 
disposition toward national chauvinism manifesting itself in arrogance, feelings of 
of superiority, subtle racism, condescension, etc* Fourth, the peculiarities of the 
the American movement — the triumph of dogmatism and revisionism in the U#S» 
Communist Party, the "generation gap" induced by the repression of the fifties, 
the slanderous attack, by Khrushchev on Stalin and the dictatorship of the proletar-' 
iat, as well as the errors of the JJarxist-Leninists--have all bred a distrust for 
the teachings of the leaders of the worldwide proletarian movement. Despite 
the new. worldwide triumphs of Karxism-Leninism a general ignorance prevails 
within the U.S; cn the rest elementary principles of scientific socialism 
which is only Just beginning to be overcome. It is our view that tiany of the 
errors of the membership of the PLP fall into the category of infantile leftism, 
reflecting the newness of their participation in the movement and the sincerity 
of their convictions, in contrast to the mature neo-Trotskyism of the leader- 
ship nurtured over a long period. 

But the^ key 'to the confusion on a theoretical level has to do with the paculiarities 
of the world situation. Vfe are feced with an entirely new situation as a result 
of the restoration of capitalism in the Soviet Union. The Chinese party has 
taken the Russian revisionists to task and exposed them for ell the world to see* 
The Vietnamese party has not seen fit to join in this attack nor have the 
Vietnamese launched a cultural revolution. It is also true that the Vietnamese 
in the north havo accepted "aid" from the Soviet Union, It is certainly our 
view that every nation building socialism must undergo a cultural revolution, 
j V.aed they will A^idcubterHy £o through a serf.es of cultural revolutions*, but it 
would be + idealism in the extreme for us to become grand strategists of 
everyone .else's cultural revolution especially when we have not yet ourselves 
accomplished the preliminary socialist revolution. The difficulty stems partly, 

as ve hive £ic f from an" idealist, ahl storied mcthou of analytic* ..'By judging 
all events laeroly from the vantage point of the most advanced developments, 
i.ev the eultjiral". revolution, all other events seem pale beside it, IJhy doosn*t 
ev^-ry^ne ere what we seel V!hy have they not done vfiat needs to be done? Ive 
have* witnessed this error before in the Utopian socialism of the 19th. century. 
But this 'enlightenment' wxrld outlook has Gained new vitality because in this, 
instance we are dealing with stato power in the hands of tho proletariat. Hence

l-ihat is the nub of PL's argument on the raid", question?. They say, "Tou can't. * 
take increasing "aid" from the revisionists and fight revisionism at the same time 
tine.*'^ They have since gone way beyond this t arguing that Soviet domination of ' 
the Vietnamese is a fait accompli. Concealed in thii eningly innocent phrase 
is ranpant national chauvinism. It is certainly true that Soviet "aid" is not J 
genuine "aid". The "aid*" the Soviets give is designed to increase their leverage V 
in order to •undermine the revolutionary struggle of the Vietnamese. It is designed 
to enhance Russian Great Power anbitions vis a vis China and Southeast Asia and 
It is designed to maintain a facade of support for revolution. Recently r the 
Soviets have expanded contacts with Chang Kai Shek clique in Taiwan, are closely 
coordinating military and other matters with the Japanese, are directly seeking to 
.to occupy Chinese territory, and, in general, ere stepping up their campaign 
to encircle China. But Soviet intentions are one thing and the Vietnamese reaction 
Is quite another. They cannot be equated nor can they be blurred over . The ' 
Vietnamese believe they can subordinate "aid" received from abroad to the -.%- 
revolutionary struggle. It ultimately comes down to a question of whether or • 
not It is possible to have unity on any level with the revisionists. The ^ : 
Vietnamese believe you can. The Chinese believe you cannot, te* fundamentally ; / vyv 
agree with the Chinese on this question, but ve refuse to arrogate to ourselves 
the posture of denouncing the Vietnamese on that count. Furthermore we 
hold that it is a bald-faced lie to say that the Vietnamese are under the , , 

domination of the Soviets. PL really treats the question revisionism as if it were ~ 
some thirteenth century plague. If the body becomes infected, the case is 
terminal. This attitude shows nothing but contempt for the people. In practice 
PL ends up counting on a Vietnamese . sellout and desperately searching for proofl 



Chou En Lai summed up the question excellently so far as we are concerned in a 
speech delivered at the National Day Celebration given by the Vietnamese ambassa- 
dor. 

On the Vietnamese question, Soviet revisionism has long pursued 
a policy of sham support and real betrayal. In fact, the peace 
talks scheme on Vietnam Is jointly devised by U.S, imperialism and 
Soviet revisionism. After the invasion and occupation of 
Czechoslovakia by Soviet revisionism, U.S. imperialism will definitely 
demand a higher price on the Vietnam question, while Soviet 
revisionism will only serve U.S. imperialism all the more obce- 
quiously in the latter's scheme of splitting the Vietnam nation 
and forcibly occupying souther Vietnam. It is high time all 
those who cherish illusions about Soviet revisionism and U.S. 
imperialism woke up! 

It was in the same speech that Chou En Lai hailed Ho Chi Minb*e great leadership 
and reaffirmed Chinese support for the Vietnamese revolution. If the leadership 
of the PLP were really consistent, it would denounce Mao Tse Tung and the 
Chinese party for permitting Soviet "aid" to pass through Chinese territory. 
If the "shameful betrayal of the Vietnamese revisionist leaders" was that grave, 
what doGs it make Keo who has yet to denounce thecj? The last refuge of these 
l „^ - ^ scoundrels in attempting to cover their roal opposition to tae Vietnamese is to 

finally admit "wa are doing the Chinese a favcr since they mast be quiet for — :

Because they measured people by their relationship to oppres*- 
sion rather than by their skin color or rhetoric, the Panthers 
openl y opposed self-seeking Negroes who served the ruling class ( 
even if they wore naturals or used the lan gu age of nationalism. 
The Panthers opposed Black Capitalism, and Negro Defliocrat ic Party 
politicians, just as it opposed the white servan t s of the r ul ing 
class . / 




. But the Panthers are not superhuman. Despite their many a d- 
vances, they a re still capable of ma king m is takes and mo v ing in 
the wrong direction in response to ch-.ng ing conditions. Muting 
cr it ic isra in the name of support to the Panthers does no service 
to the Panthers and the black liberation struggle. If there can 
be no debate and criticism in the left, the result w ill no t be 
united act ion, but ossification and ultimately decay. A left which 
lacks respect for its own ideas and programs and cannot stand inter 
nal debate, cannot po ss ibly hope to win the Support of the masses* 
It is with in this context of fraternal s uppor t tha t we^make our 
criticism of this conference.

One of the s igns of the disastrous direction the mo vemen t has 
taken is the attitude tha any criticism of the Panthers is to be 
interpreted as opposition* Just to make our po sit ion explicit, we 
are supporters of the Panthers, The ISC was one of the first groups 

to publicly support the Panthers foil ow ing their arrests in Sacra- 
mcnto in 1966* When the Panthers were still a small Oakland-based 
organization^ we were actively defend ing and exp lain ing them wh ile - 
most liberals and the left were hostile to armed self defense or 
were loo k ing to SNCC and S to kely Ca rm icha el as the leader sh ip of 
the black movement . We continue to support them today* but 1 ike 
yesterday when no one else was around, this does not mean that we

Because of their leadership role, the Panthers have earned 
respect on the left and repression from the police and courts* In 
this sense, the Black Panther Party is a vanguard* But there is a 
difference between providing leader ship in the form of ideas and 
act ion (the true role of a vanguard), and stifling a mo vemen t by 
ins is t in g tha t it conform to the direct ion of one organization. 

The best support for the Panthers, the best way to defend 
them from the vicious repression coming down, is not by merely at- 
tending s uppo rt rallies or organizing others to attend support 
rallies. Ultimately, the only way to end the repress ion is to end 
the social system uhosc periodic crises produces that repression* 
This will require continuation of the open debate and d is cuss ion 
that has been one of the healthiest aspects of the Dew radicalism.
